TIPPING IS LIKE GAMBLING. 


Waiter* Prefer It to HJffhei*- Wages With 


Elements of Chance Omitted. 


An up town caterer, when speaking of 


the tipping evil the other day, said that bo 
would like to abolish it In his place, but 
that this couldn't be done. 


"I give my waiters §35 a month and 


their board," he continued. "If I were to 
offer them §60 with tipping prohibited, 
they would one. and all go away. Yet 1 
doubt whether they average $1 a day, 
which is less than the difference iu tips. 
My place is a modest ono, you know; and 
few tips are higher than 10 cents. Many 
of jay customers, too, arc women, who 
seldom tip at all. 


"In my opinion the attraction intippin_ 


to a waiter—ti:at is, the reason ho prefers 
it to higher wages with it prohibited—is 
the element of chance. 
He'd rather have 


f 1 a day and the possibility cf making §2 
or $3 more in tips than a certain §2, not 
so much because of the additional gain in 
volved as because of the uncertainty. 
It 


has the zr^t of gambling. He counts ec.cb 
dime he gets during the day, and when 
the aggregate roaches the higher figure just 
named, if not the lower, he feels all the 
triumph of a gambler who has broken the 
bank. Take away tipping, and you re- 
move this stimulus which has added inter- 
est to his day's work and deprive him of 
what has made his toil a comparative 
pleasure. Even when ho gets less than the 
sum I think my waiters average, §1, he 
feels like the gambler who considered that 
next to the pleasure of winning was that 
of losing.—New York Sun.

A PACIFIC SLOPE HOLLAND. 


BichneM of the Swicotnlsh Flats ID Sk 


County, Wash. 


In this great western country, where there 


is so much wild land, where jailllons of 
acres of soil have uevti Tvlt the touch of 
tho plowman's share or the keen edge of 
the \\ codraan's ex, it does not seem that it 
would he necessary to reclaim land from 
tho sea to obtain acres for cultivation. 
But that has been done, and in Skagit 
county, almost in the very northwestern 
corner of tho state, can be found scores of 
the finest ranches in tho world, lying be- 
hind dikes built to keep out the sea and 
the overflows of the Skagit river, the lar- 
gest stream that empties into the sound. 


This is the veritable Holland of Wash- 


ington. In Skagit county are situated tho 
famous Swinomish flats, the Beaver marsh, 
the Olympic marsh and the Samish flats, 
all surrounded by dikes ranging in height 
from 2 to 15 feet. Tl;ere are tide gates

For ages the big river hjvs been bringing

<hree companies of the Twenty-ninth 
jvgiment and bluejackets from the gun- 
boat Helena, landed at 1'alonog, Mat>bau 
island, under the enemy's fire, roiit«H3 th* 
insurgents and after an engagement last- 
ing half an hour occupied the town with- 
out casualties. The insurgent command- 
er, with 20 officers and 230 men. .surren- 
dered on May 20, giving up 100 rifles. 
An impressive scene occurred on the 
plaza when the prisoners were disarmed 
and liberated. The islanders were found 
sufff ring from lack of food owing to the 
blockade, and the American authorities 
are endeavoring to relieve them. 


Peace reigns, and no trouble is expect- 


ed in Manila, although the city, is crowd- 
ed with people from the provinces, who 
are leaving the unprotected hamlets in 
order to avoid the conscription which tho 
insurgent leaders are enforcing as well 
as robbery and outrages at the hands of 
roving insurgents and bandits.

daily in northern Luzon.
